Some 
agreed with Carney's version, oth- 
ers with the previously published 
accounts of the dinner.

able to pay for it. She said th« 
formula for dividing; the money 
among; the states would give a 
larger relative amount to low in- 
come states. 


92 Cases 


The Public Health Service- re- 


ported that the number- of con- 
firmed cases of polio among per- 
sons who have been vaccinated ii 
now 92. This is an increase of four 
since Tuesday. 
Of the four new 


cases, 
three 
received 
vaccins 


made by Eli Lilly Co , Indianapo- 
lis, and one that was produced by 
Wyeth. Inc., Marietta, Pa. The lat- 
est total of polio cases of all kinds 
since April 10 is 682. 


Of the vaccinated peisons who 


have deveolped polio, 60 received 
Cutter vaccine. 


In an earlier statement, Scheele 


mentioned 56 cases of paralytic 
polio as having accurred among 
children injected with Cutter vac- 
cine. He said there was "strong- 
presumptive evidence 
that there 


was a cause and effect relation- 
ship between the cases of paraly- 
tic poliomyelitis and the two lots 
of Cutter vaccine out of the nina 
released." 


Tests Continue 


However, he said tests of the 


Cutter vaccine 
"continue in pro- 


gress." And in Berkeley. Calif., 
the Cutter Laboratories put out a 
statement saying, "It is our under- 
standing that this is an interim 
statement and not a final report 
. . . The final determination of it 
is yet to be .made by the U. S. 
Public-Health Service."

Most Experts Acknowledge 
Russia Making Big Strides

WASHINGTON (*—A ytar ago 


Secretary of Defense Wilson said 
he thought the Russians 
were 


building, a "defensive" air force. 
If that was rignt the United States, 
which had been building long- 
range bombers that could attack 
Russia,'seemed safe, 


But now comes word from Wil- 


son that the Russians have made 
enormous strides in building long- 
range bombers? which could be 
used to attack targets far from 
Russia. Did this mean the Rus- 
sians were ahead of this country? 
At once a dispute began; one word 
led to another. This is it: 


May 
12—Sen. Symington (D- 


Mo), who was secretary of the 
Air Force under President Tru- 
man, said the country's military 
program "is- menaced by a delib- 
erate policy on the part of the 
government" of withholding infor- 
mation. 


Pentagon Speaks 


May 13—The Pentagon issued an 


announcement, with White House 
approval and based on an analysis 
of Air Force intelligence reports 
made after the Russians flew a 
group of planes over Moscow re- 
cently. 


The statement s,aid the Russians 


were cutting into this country's 
lead In the production of heavy, 
long-range and medium jet bomb- 
ers. 


May 17—Symington said Wilson 


had 
underestimated 
Soviet 
air 


strength. 
He 
said 
the United 


States, "along with the rest of the 
free world," may have lost control 
of the air. 


May IS— President Eisenhower 


told a news conference "It is just 
not true"_lhat this country "has 
lost in a twinkling all of this great 
technical development and techni- 
cal knowledge as well as the num- 
bers in our total aircraft." 


Praises Russians 


May IS—That same day, in De- 


troit, Brig. Gen. Woodbury M. 
Burgess, deputy chief of staff for 
intelligence of the Continental Air 
Defense Command, was quoted by 
nev.-smen as saying, "The Russi- 
an air force is currently at least 
as good as ours, possibly better." 


May 19—Burpess said" he had 


been misquoted. Newsmen who 
heard him stuck to their stories. 
Burgess already "had been publicly 
rebuked by Gen. Nathan P. Twin- 
ing, Air Force chief of staff, who 
said Burgess had not told the truth 
and had exaggerated. 


May 19~~The same day as Bur- 


gess' denial. Secretary of the Air 
Force Talbott said this country's 
air power was greater than Rus- 
sia's.

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Russian Booby Traps 


There are enough differences in the current Russian 


"plan "for general disarmament and German unity to make 
it. worth a careful look. But there is also considerable evi- 


- dence that this new version is loaded with the usual Com- 
munist booby traps. 


. This tune the Russians abandon their standard call for 


-a one-third cut in conventional arms, which,would leave their 


- ;htige forces still heavily dominant. They accept the Western 


idea of a flat numerical ceiling which would equate their 
forces with those of the United States. However, they would 


-, include Red China in the same equation. 


The Soviets also accept step-by-step disarmament, in 


stead of demanding immediate destruction of all nuclear 
weapons, as they formerly did. They would not ask that a 
ban on atomic arms take effect until 75 per cent of the cut 
in regular, armaments had been completed. 


. Nevertheless, as Western diplomats were quick to point 


out, the Russian plan is still crucially weak in the vital mat- 
ter of enforcing disarmament. 
The heart of enforcement 


must be a rigid inspection system. 
*

* 


Review of the Soviet proposals shows that they devote 


gome seven paragraphs to the rights and powers of a sug- 
gested enforcement agency without ever saying plainly that 
inspectors should be allowed to roam everywhere to assure 
that forbidden weapons are not being made or stored. 


" Until the Russians are ready to face up to real inspec- 


' "tion, any other concessions, however interesting, must be 


classed as secondary. 


Th« Kremlin's suggestions on Germany are still more 


dubious. They propose immediate withdrawal of all occu- 


- patipn forces except skeleton units which would stay until 


unification. They also ask that all foreign military bases 
now held in Europe be evacuated. This would mean 'Ameri- 
can withdrawal ffom all forward air and other bases in 
France and other Western countries, and Russian departure 
from positions held in the satellite nations. 


This sounds like quite a concession. ,But it cannot be 


forgotten that such withdrawals would take American forces 
out of Europe and back across 3000 miles of ocean, while 
Russian's armies still would be poised close to Europe's heart 
and the satellites would remain under firm Kremlin political 
control.

. The Russians, of course, again propose that a unified 


Germany be neutral, and this time they suggest that the uni- 
fication matter be handled by the U.N.—figuring obviously 
that sentiment for neutrality will be greater there than 
among the Big Four foreign ministers. 


But they want Big Four control of German police forces 


-through- the~whole country. This is one of their cleverest 
/.' booby traps. Up to now Russia has been denied any shred 


of control in West Germany. Big Four control would get 


. them' in the door, and open the way to subversive and ob- 
; structive tactics, aimed at pulling "neutral" Germany into 
the Russian orbit. 


The disarmament plfcn very shrewdly states, too, that 


armaments should be frozen as of Dec. 31,1954, which would 
prevent the scheduled rearmament of West Germany in the 
Allied cause.

.There are still other booby traps, but we have looked at 


enough to gauge the plan. These seem like the proposals of 
men who have shifted tactics to put in powerful new lures, 
but still cling to their fixed goal of world conquest.

Under the old law, a worker who 


died before Sept. 1,1950, may have 
needed more than six quarters of 
coverage to be fully insured. His 
family, therefore, may not have 
been eligible for survivors' pay- 
ments under that law, stated Ger- 
ald W. Spencer, district manager 
of the local Social Security office. 


The 1954 amendments provide 


that a worker who died after 1939 
and before Sept. 1, 1950, and had 
six quarters of coverage (l^i years 
of covered work at any time after 
1936) 
will now be considered to 


have been fully insured. Beginning 
September, 1954, benefits may be 
paid to his survivors, provided 
they now meet the other require- 
ments of eligibility, including' the 
filing of an application. (Benefits 
may not be paid under this provi- 
sion to a former wife from whom 
the worker had been divorced or 
to the dependent widower of an 
insured woman.) An application 
for benefits should be filed prompt- 
ly by the survivor since benefits 
may be lost by delayed filing.

This Speech Difficulty 
Shouldn't Cause Worry 


By EDWIN P. JOKDAN, ftl.D. 


What seems to me too much 


worry over a child is reflected in 
a letter received from Mrs. G. 


She says, "My little S^-year-old 


boy talks a lot but quite a few of 
his words are not clearly pro- 
nounced. He drops his "s" saying 
"un" for sun "upper" for supper 
and the like. Some of my friends 
find it hard to understand what he 
says. Do you think he may be 
tongue-tied, and if so will you dis- 
cuss it?" 


It seems to me that most, if not 


all, very small children have dif- 
ficulty in learning to pronounce 
some words in our difficult lan- 
guage. The probabilities are that 
this'little boy will pronounce more 
clearly as time goes on and the 
fact that your friends have diffi- 
culty in understanding him not too 
important at the moment and may 
be just as well at times. 


THE TERM "TOXGUE-TIED" 


has pretty well gone out of use 
since there is rarely, if ever, any 
real physical abnormality of the 
tongue responsible for speech dif- 
ficulties or problems of pronuncia- 
tion. It is true that many young- 
sters dc have speech difficulties— 
of which stuttering is the most im- 
portant—but these appear to be 
much more likely to be the result 
of emotional disorders than of any 
physical defect in the organs of 
speech. 


When serious speech difficulties 


do occur much can usually be done 
if they are properly handled. Many 
universities 
or medical schools 


maintain speech centers where ex- 
cellent advice can be obtained. 
The National Society for Crippled 
Children-and Adults, 11 South La- 
Salle Street, Chicago, has also 
taken an interest in the subject 
and distributes a pamphlet par- 
ticularly designed for the parents 
of stutterers. 


SI>~CE 
STUTTERING is 
the 


most important speech defect a 
special word should be said about 
this condition. While its 
exact 


cause is not known it seems like- 
ly that some children are born 
predisposed and are said to be of 
the "stutterer-type." This does not 
mean that stuttering is inherited 
but rather that the susceptibility 
to this speech difficulty is inborn. 


It is also interesting that nearly 


five times as many boys stutter as 
girls. Apparently, many who have 
the predisposition to stutter do not 
actually do 90 unless some shock 


or accident upsets their nervous 
systems. 


THERE ARE TWO STAGES in 


the development of stuttering. The 
chances of stopping the trouble 
are much greater in the first stage 
than, before anxiety and feelings 
of inferiority have developed. A 
stuttering child should never be 
punished with a hope of breaking 
him of the habit. The youngster 
can't help it. 


The treatment at this stage is 


principally to slow down the pace 
of living and remove as much ex- 
citement and tension as possible. 
Family quarrels, games or amuse- 
ments which are too exciting, and 
similar stimulations should 
be 


avoided.

"WASHINGTON—(Special)—The SO U. S. senators who favor federal 


government construction of a single, high, $388,000.000 public power 
dam at Hells Canyon on the Snake River between Oregon and Idaho 
think they have one, last, three months' chance to put it over. 


They "have been casting fishy eyes on Federal Power Commission 


Examiner William J. Costello's recent order which would authorize 
Idaho Power Co. to build a low, $90,000,000 dam at the Brownless site 
above Hells Canyon. The company's application to build two other low 
dams at Oxbow" and Hells Canyon-to cost an additional $100,000,000 
—was denied. 


Costello has recommended that opponents of his order be given 


three months in which to prepare their case before final hearing by 
the full Federal Power Commission. 


There are about three months left in the present session of Con- 


gress. If the 30 senators—mostly Democrats led by Oregon Senators 
Wayne Morse and Richard Neuberger—can put over their high dam 
bill" in this time, they can stop the low dams. Otherwise the public 
power advocates will have to take their case to court and delay action 
for a new try after 1956.

TO THEIK SURPRISE AND DISMAY, advocates of the high dam 


have found that Costello's provisional order contains many arguments 
in favor of the high dam. 


At one point in his 75-page boildown of over 20,000 pages of testi- 


money in hearings that began over two years ago, Costello writes: 
". . . the facts seem to point to the inescapable conclusion that with 
the marked and substantial advantage |of the government's credit, the 
high dam would be dollar for dollar the better investment and the 
.more nearly ideal development of the Middle Snake." 


In spite of this, Costello recommended that the one, low, Idaho 


Power Co. dam be licensed for construction. 


He reached this conclusion on the basis of what is being inter- 


preted as a purely political judgment. In brief it is that the Hells 
Canyon high dam proposal has already been presented to Congress 
in 1950, 1951 and 1953 and been turned down each time.

IN THE PREVIOUS ADMINISTRATION, Secretary of Interior 


Oscar Chapman supported the project, originally put forward by 
Army Corps of Engineers in 1947. In the present administration. Sec- 
retary of Interior Douglas McKay has withdrawn government support. 


On the economic aspects of the case, the Costello provisional order 


reports that for the Idaho Power Co. Brownlee dam, power cost would 
be 7.6 mills per kilowatt hour. 


For the three low dams the power cost would be 6 6 mills per kwh. 


On these facts Costello comments: 


"When one realizes that the Bonneville Power Administration 


sells large amounts of firm power at about 2.0 mills per kwh., it is 
difficult to see where in the northwest power will be salable at triple 
the Bonneville rate."

IT WAS APPARENTLY FOR THIS reason that Costello disap- 


proved the three-dam plan. He approved only the Brownless project 
which will produce power for sale in the Idaho Power Co.'s own 
territory. 


"The really paradoxical aspect of the whole matter," comments 


Costello, "is that there is a crying need for firm power additions 
in the northwest, in view of the lagging program of development by 
the federal government and the steadily growing loads." The high 
dam would furnish more surplus power to the Bonneville grid. 


The big obstacle which the high dam has to overcome is that it 


is a huge public power project which would require a tremendous 
outlay of the taxpayers' money. Because of the government's lower 
interest rates, lower taxes and no need to show a profit, it freezes 
out private enterprise competition.

WASHINGTON (5V-A treaty with 


Canada aimed at wiping out sea 
lampreys in the Great Lakes has 
been approved by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 


The treaty was signed Sept. 10. 


1954, by officials of the United 
8tate§ and Canada but must be 
ratified by a two-thirds1 vote of 
the Senate to become effective.

•troyed the fishing Industry In 
Lake Huron and Michigan and now 
are moving into Lake Superior.

Under some conditions chemical 


weed killers have proved effective 
and are gaining' in popularity. 
However, they should be used cau- 
tiously and in any event, chemical 
weeding should not be considered 
as a substitute foi cultnation but 
lather as a supplement to it for 
controlling weeds m com. 


Where the soil is too wet to culu- 


late, 2, 4-D may be used effective- 
Iv to save tne corn crop. 2, 4-D 
should not be used on corn when it 
is in the one and two leaf stages 
It may be used after the two leaf 
stage, but do not apply more than 
one-quarter pound of the acid of 
the ester or one-half pound of acid 
of the ainina type of 2, 4-D per 
acre. 


There is some danger associ- 


ated with the use of 2, 4-D in 
corn during the period from the 
three leaf stage to tasseling. The 
most se% ere type of injury caused 
by 2, 4-D has b«en stalk brittle- 
ness. If a storm should occur or 
the corn is culthated before the 
brittleness disappears, serious 
breakage may occur. Post-emer- 
gence sprajing of corn should 
therefore be practiced only if 
there is a weed problem that 


cannot be controlled by normal 
culti\ ation. 
The rate of application can. b« 


increased by Keeping the spray off 
the plant as much as possible, 
thereby decreasing the damage 
from britUeness and other types 
of injury. After the plant reaches 


height of three to four feet, u«!e 


nozzle extensions and confine the 
spray to the soil and base of the 
com plant. If a dense growth of 
weeds is expected alter the last 
cultivation, one pound of 2, 4-D 
acid applied with boom extension 
after cultivation, directly to the 
soil will serve as a pre-emergence 
spray. Do not spray after the corn 
starts to tassel.

During the last few daj & I have 


had many Inquiries concerning 
the spraying of oat fields to con- 
trol weeds. On Saturday, I went 
with Walter LeFe\re to check nil 
oat field. AH I told U'alt, 1 would 
refrain from sprajing an oat 
field that is under^eeded with le- 
gumes, unless it is a last resort 
and it appears that the weeds 
will take o\er. 
If we have a good stand of le- 


gumes, either 2, 4-D or MCP will 
reduce the stand. Whether we are 
planning it for hay or to increase 
the soil fertility, we cannot afford 
to have a reduction m our legumes, 
unless there is a severe weed in- 
festation problem MCP has proved 
less injurious to legume underseed- 
ings, although it is not so effective 
in controlling some weeds If you 
insist upon spraying your oat 
fields, apply the amine type of 2, 
4-D or MCP at the rate of not more 
than one-quarter pound of acid per 
acre. If there is no legume under- 
seeding, the rate may be increased 
to one-half pound. Apply after'the 
oats have passed the five-leaf stage 
and before it is in the boot stage. 


If the grain contains only small 


areas of Canada thiatle, field bind- 
weed or other noxious weeds, spot 
treatments at 'the rate of one-half 
to one pound of acid per acre is 
suggested.

Spittlebug has cropped up in 


many aieas of Ogle County and in 
most cases, it is too late for any 
control measuies. These tiny bugs 
can cause hay losses varying fiom 
slight to 25 per cent or more, de- 
pending upon how heavily the field 
is infested. Bugs stunt the plants 
by sucking out their sap. In the 
heat of the day, heavily infested 
plant* wilt and the damage can be 
quite severe. Also, where infesta- 
tions are heavy, the hay may mold 
unless it is cured in the field for a 
longer time than normal. 


Insecticides will control these 


Insects 11 correctly timed. For 
those who notice heavy infesta- 
tion too late, the only solution is 
to cut the hay early and allow it 
to dry more than usual before 
putting it into the barn. The 
early cutting and drying will kill 
many of the bugs as they require 
tender, juicy growth in order to 
survive. 


If you are planning to pasture 


\ our legumes it may pay to treat. 
Howevei, the insecticides should be 
applied in sufficient time before 
pasturing to prevent a carry-over 
of the residue effect. BHC applied 
at the rate of .3 of a pound of the 
gamma isomer per acre will give 
lather effective control; however, 
the lesidue will remain for about 
three weeks If you apply methoxy- 
chlor at the rate of l1^ pounds per 
acre, jou should allow one week to 
lapse before pasturing.

One post- 
inoculation case of polio has been 
reported, but "it was found to 
have been infected with the virus 
before getting its first injection, '

spokesman in Ottawa said. 


In 
Denmark 
400,000 
children 


have been inoculated. Authorities 
in Copennagen said no polio has 
been reported in the country since 
the program began five weeks ago. 


Canada and Denmark axe the 


only countries outside the United 
States carrying on programs of 


In some, polio is not a major 


medical problem 
These include 


Italj, France, Behgum and the 
Netherlands, 
although France s 


Pasteur Institute is developing a 
vaccine similar to Dr. Jonas Saik's 
and plans to test it on a sizable 
scale in about two months. 


Shortage of the vaccine has de- 


layed some programs. Norway for 
this reason has postponed indef- 
initely an ambitious campaign to 
inoculate all elementary school 
pupils Switzerland does not ex- 
pect supplies from the United 
States until August and will test 
it extensively before using it. 


News of US. difficulties with 


the vaccine has delayed other pro- 
grams Britain's Medical Research
